They predict that tho confer- 
ence will laat another fortnight, ;md 
that the delegates "will separate after 
having embodied in a protocol the re- 
forms already adopted.

THE RAILWAY RATE BILL. 


The Republicans 
aro getting to- 


fio'Caer on the railroad rate bill. They 
realize that it Is a political Issue, and 
that If it Is not met by tho Republl- 


- can party It will be adopted aa a Dem- 


ocratic Issue. They propose to see the 
enemy first. 


The people demand tho legislative 


Interference, and their wishes must 
be met, Just as they will have lo bo 
met In the future if they demand gov- 
ernment ownership of tho railways as 
they doubtless win. From Government 
control of freight and passenger rates 
to Government ownership of the rail- 
way systems themselves is not a long 
step as a matter of principle however 
large the cash outlay may look. 


It Is claimed by its advocates that 


the present proposition Is designed to 
prevent conflscatory rates, and in this 
respect it appeals to the public as ! 
Ing reasonable and just, b-ut the bill 
assumes that It Is the right of the 
Federal Government to fix railroad 
rates without assuming any. responsi- 
bility to the stockholders or tho bond- 
holders pf tho railroads for dividends 
or interest. 
There would bo just as 


much equity in a law authorizing tho 
Government to fix tho price of steel 
and iron, coal and coke, food and cloth- 
Ing, whisky antl tobacco, telephone ard 
telegraph, tolls, doctors,' and lawyers' 
lees, or any other commodity or ser- 
vice. 


Tbe Constitution gives Congress the 


power to "regulate interstate com- 
merce," and this Is construed to mean 
that Congress has power to regulate 
railroad rates. 


Tho construction- is a violent one, 


but the question seems to havo been 
practically decided against the rail- 
roads when tho Interstate Commerce 
Commission was established. 
Thero 


was no particular protest on the part 
of the railway (companies, and in a 
sense it may be assumed that they 
are now estopped from any appeal 
from tho present consequences. 


At any rate, it is too lato to argue 


this phase of tho question. The die 
Is cast. 
Railroad passes have been 


abolished and Congrsss and the State 
Legislatures are going to enforce rail- 
way rate' legislation in favor o£ the 
shippers. 
Tho bloated bondholders 


and stockholders can tako care of 
themselves ns best they can under the 
circumstances. 


Under the proposed railway rate 


bill. It lies within the power of a reac- 
tionary and r.ibid Administration to 
bankrupt and rum the railway com- 
panies. 
Such a condillon is highly 


Improbable, but, if it should como, 
while It would be most unfortunate 
for tho rank and flic of the investors,

Reformed Church Wants a 
Hungarian Branch In This 


• Country to Join 


WITH THEIR CHURCH CONTROL. 


Matter Will Be Discussed In Thirty- 


One Congregations of the Hungar- 
ian Branch—Objection of the Hun- 
garian Government. 


Irwin, Pa., Feb. 
26. — [Special.] — 


'A' debate was started today in the 
Braddock Hungarian Church, a part 
of the Reformed Church oC America, 
that will be cariied through Western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and In- 
diana until tho Question •will liava 
keen presented to 31 congregations of 
ifcigyars. 
|The Question is whether 


tho Hungarian members -will again 
filiate thojnselves with, tho Hungarian 
Reformed Protestant Church, under 
control of the government, or remain 
Independent ' of all home ties under 
the church "council ot America. On 
ono Bide, representing the church o£ 
America, Is Rev. David A. Bonders, 
of Itwin, superintendent of missions 
for Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and 
Indiana. On the other side is Dr. An- 
.tol-Qeza, professor in the university 
at Papa, Hungary, who was sent here 
ty the government to put the question 
Before th'o congregations that have 
'tecome a'parr. oE the denomination in 
this country^ 


The Hungarian government has for 


years'made an effort to get Its people 
to remain faithful to the church at 
,feozne and renounce their allegiance to 


• the American church. Much time and 


money has bean spent in this direction. 
Two years ago Count Dagentels was 
sent to America to do tho work. He 
made appeals to the members, to the 
clergymen, i\ho had been appointed 
ty the Reformed sjnod to take charge 
of the congregations, and finally to 
tho synod and missionary board. Ho 
met with little success. Tho Hungary 
ministry, many who were brough1 
from Hungary by the board, remained 
true to' the American church, with but 
one exception, and that was at Johns- 
town, where the pastor was deposed 
for secretly working with Count Dag- 
^enfels. 


It Is asserted that the Hungarian 


government is anxious to keep its peo- 
ple emigrating to this country In the 
national 
church, because the large 


number coming, to America Is rapidly 
weakening . the church and its influ- 
ence. The ciavermrtont the past lew 
'years found that it could not stop em- 
igration, so it entered Into an agree- 
ment with the steamship 
companies 


to take $30 a head for each emigrant 


' 
carrledT TJISt" year 
.15,000 Magyars 


wore carried to these shores. 
Those 


were lost as far as church support is 
concerned, the way the Hungarian gov- 
ernment looks at it. It also has been 
^ mado aware that tho Reformed and 


Presbyterian 
churches have 
been 


reaching out for there people. 
The 


former has been especially successful 
in establishing Hungarian nlsstnno 
with large membership. 
In Western 


Pennsylvania there is one in Pitts- 
burg, Johnstown, Braddock; Punxsu- 
tawney and many moro are scattered 
through Ohio, Indiana and Michigan. 


[n Braddock mission Sunday atter- 


noon about every member was pres- 
ent" Rev. Souders piesented hi.s side 
In English and it was interpreted by 
an English-speaking member. 
Rev. 


Souders outlined what the Refoimed 
Church had done for the .people and 
showad them the advantages of being 
connected with a church in the land 
of their adopiion where every man was 
given the risht to worship according 
to his dictates. He showed facts and 
•figures aboul the giowth of tho Hun- 
garian missions and the benefits spir- 
itual and otherwise to those who have 
Joined the church. He appealed to his 
members to remain true to tho church 
In America. 


Dr. Antol-Geza spoke in hia native 


tongue. He- made an impassioned ap- 
peal in behalf of the national church 
of the land o£ their birth, arguing that 
the members were still subjects ot 
Hungary and under its protection. He 
spoke of the national churcl- as an 
institution that should not be allowed 
to go down and loss Its strength, 0.16 
that tho people who had come to this 
shore had no right to iorswaar alleig 
ance to the mother church.
